Besides the decided coamcnists and those who have taken part in crimee, 
nohody is against the resistance. 

Paseive resistance carries on, no active resistance has heen openly dC” 
dared, Oxcept in rare cases when there was question of saving ones life. 

The SIGIIBIMIT is the most faithful and effective weapon of the regime. 

In the villages there are policemen; 4 to 5 people employed hy those 
who have given proofs of faithfulness in the communist brigades. They parti- 
cipate in the Troops of the Befonse of the People. They are well payed, 
well equipped and have automatic Serman weapons. Biey control every movement 
against the regime, the foreigners, the subversive persons, the defeatists 
of the village, and give them up to the command of the region from which 
they depend. 

Twice a week the officer of the Defense of the Begion visits the vil- 
lages of all the region. He asks a report from the Besponslble of the 
Defense of the People who must refer the different movements. Many tloes< 
the responsible not to lose the confidence of his superior reports false 
facte and accuses either a child or some old person. The Inspection Officer 
then asks for their comparison, hut when he sees them, most of the time sends 
them home after having preached them commanlst doctrines, and giving them a 
piece of bread and cheese. 

In each sub-prefecture, the central coamend has a detachment of 20-60^ 
men according the -^portance of the region. There ere two officers: a lieu- 
tenant and a sub-lieutenant. These men are divided in patrols, each patrol 
has not lees than 6 men. These detachments are pursuit teams and look for 
traces. In case of emergency they even mobilise the people of the village. 

Besides the village police and commands there are also post eoiratsuaids, 
composed of fifteen men all settled in the fbrmer poets. They have all 
the necessary means, telephone, radio. The stations on Important posts 
have radio transmitters and receivers, specially those on the (>reek border. 

It is said that the communists on both sides, either Albanian or G-reek, are 
in eontinoous communications. 

On account of misery there are many inforaators. Kids and shepherds 
are very dangerous. 

The patrols move in. all the region of the sub-prefecture from which 
they depend day and night. Most are faithful to the regitoe and specially 
to SHEBD. Among the men in the patrols there are many XOXISTS specially 
the officers and the graduates. 




Thare Is a laonthly inspection or every fortnight dorse by superior 
officers of the defense of the people in all tlie reglone of Albania. Araong 
there p.re Hasan TAfA, Mujo Koco NIKOLLI, and specially Husslan 

officers whose names are unknown called the *m»«lan officer" dreeeed in 
Oerman tmlforres vdio speak Albanian fluently.

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These fgjriliee have been transfered In the region of ILBASAM in the 
collective lands. They have been settled in the moslem villages where 
there are no churches nor priests. 

This transfer has also been done in other ▼lllages. 

The aim of this transfer is to raaJce disappear the dreek pretends 
for their claims on the South, in order to make believe this popxilation 
is not dreek. On the other hand as these elements are progressists 
they want to approa,ch them from TIRANA.
